"Aa a rule the peccary itu't looking 
foralgbt, He doesat prejr oa other 
aaioiab^ and a toaen men may ride 
It a feeding drove of them without 
their paying any attention unb-ss i- .mn 
one of the party ia ao uawlto aa to lira 
a thot Into tlie drove. If ooe peocary 
la hurt the whole drove, and there may 
be a hundred or moro In It, inatontly 
ahendona all other bualneaa aa one peo- 
cary. and never does another thing 
until th'! Injury doiin to one of Its num- 
ber ia avenged. If vengountw ta poaai- 
Me. A man who haa thua brought 
down upon himaalf the enmltjr of a 
drove of p«M'carlt'8 nw«ls Imi well 
niiiiiiiU'il if bu would i-si'.-i]... tlu'lr fury. 
They will follow him at an amazing 
paoe for miles, and will not rellnquiab 
the cbtM so long as there la any hope 
of overtaking the oliject of their pur- 
suit. II he la ovurliiki'n and aur- 
rounded, it kIII not be tho work of tea 
teoonds for the iiecvjiriva to atrew the 
plain with inRnitaaimiii fragnienti of 
himtelf and hit horae. If a man on 
foot should be foolberdy onouKli to dri' 
Into a drove of peooarie*. and one of 
them should give the poimliar tnort 
that eallt for vengeonoe. It It hardly 
ncoeaaaty to mj that the amoka of hit 
gun would have aoaroely cleared away 
before ha would be separated Into bita 
«o imail that one big enough to make 
the proverbial grease tpol oonid not 
poaaibly lie found. Kiperieni-ed plaina- 
men know this povuliarlty of the pco- 
eory, and never give the animal reaaun 
for even the aligbteat tuspidon that 
they would disturb its serenity. Uko 
the uioiuilain lion, the gri//:^ly and the 
tUvertIp, the wiae Woalem hunter or 
raaehnaa bat laataat bi i i lM ei else- 
where when he oomee upon peeisarios. 
Ilaa^ mysterious disappearances of 
tenderfoot hunters and tourista in 
Kouihem Callfumla, Mew Mexico and 
.Soiithi'm Tezaa oaa ba.Mplaiiied In no 
more iilauaibl* way than by the oasump- 
tlnii that they bad tried their guntun 
pcccurlus. 

"Ilut while the poconry U not, aa n 
roll'. iii::;rrs!*1vi' or Im-liiioil to Iij,'lit 
either dumb brute or ma.n, it inviiriii- 
lily mukee an exoeptlon to the rule in 
nil coaet where the mountain lion or 
the bear family la eonoemod. Tee- 
earies and lioni or peocarlos and lieara 
can't live In the same woods, and it bi 
always the peocarlos that romain. 

"It waa one early fall day near the 
northern boundary line of U>wer Cali- 
fornia. 1 waa taking a itMII about in 
the obapperal with no particular pur- 
poee In view, when I heard a peouller 
snort In a hollow that tank rather ab- 
ru|illy olT to M.y rii,'hu Imadomy way 
to thu eigv of tho depreaalon, which 
waa but two or three yarda away, and 
parting the buahea, looked down. The 
hoUow WHS in a lareo opening in an 
amphltheuli'r of tiiiilit'r. Witliiii lliri i' 
rodt of me, and putting forth every 
nerve and autole, the biggest brown 
bear I ever taw waa tearing up tho 
gradual slopo toward a true that stood 
uear tho top of the declivity, the near- 
est and moat aiH-osaiblo tree to him. 
Itehind him. and not two jumps iiwiiy. 
was a plunging iniut of little dumpy 
aniinala, teeming to be all fore shoul- 
der, heud and toouL I had never seen 
n pi'i'i'ary, lull f didn't need to bn told 
tbiit tlirfi' aiiiniiil... li-ariuil alnin; In tho 
wake of the boar were reprosentativos 
' of that vindictive and unforglvlngraoe. 
i Their brlstlea stood erect, and they 
I wore so raanjr living plclurea of unre- 
straliii'il fury. Ihadbeonmade familiar 
with tho bitter feud that c.iiated lie- 
twoen the peouary family and the bruin 
family, and aa soon aa I saw this race 
between the beac and the wild plgt, 1 
felt that he had no more ohanoo of get- 
ting up tho trunk of that tree than he 
hrui of taking wing and saarlBg out of 
the hollow, 

I bated beara mraelf, bat I couldn't 
help but feel lorry for that doomed 
repreaentative of hin race. Ho reached 
the tree, graaped the trunk, and had 
put nt loimt four foot between hit great 
rump and tho ground iMsfore the drove 
of peccarlot swept up to tho tree like a 
wa*e, 1 began to think that my feara 
for Mm bear war* unfounded, and thai 
M lefit naa ■amber el ibebrula (am* 



ily could go on record at latt at having 
got nway from a drove of pursuing 
IHx'cui'U's. Hilt I found tliat I didn't 
know p.MTai-ii'i yi''. 'I hat mail rush of 
hiimp-liai-ki'il d.'iiiotiH KiriK'lc tho tree, 
and teemed to rise uinvar.l like turf 
that atrlkea the hoae of a rook and 
thrawtlta broken column of foam spite- 
fully toward the siimiiiit of tlio obsta- 
clo. I never coiiUl tfll jii>t Imw It was 
done, but like a flash at least hall a 
doten of thoae mereileat beoeta were 
hanging to tho flanks, the aldea, and 
the back of the bear, their tuska sunk 
deep In his thick hide, v/hile they 
tugged and ji'rbed mid threw their 
weight iigaiiiKt 111- I iiiloh upon the 
trae. The bear's pru;'i-i'ss waa not only 
stopped, but bia powerful graap upon 
the bark waa broken, and ho fell back 
to the ground. Instantly rvory pair of

The thM time he 
waa anatehed to the ground, hia ooat 
waa red with blood from bond to tail, 
and bit thick hide was Uirn a.>iinilt'i' in 
a doien placet, allowing grout red 
patohee of laeeraleil flesh, from which 
the blood tpurted in jots, or like water 
dripping from the eavcsduring a heavy 
storm. The i>eccaries throw them- 
selves upon him wlifri-vi-r there was a 
place to iiillirl a woiiinl. uiili: ilif b.iar 
waa completely hidduu by tlie furious 
little beatta. I taw tho plunging, tear- 
ing moat rite up four feet from tho 
ground twice lifter tho lieiir was piillt'il 
down tho Inst tiliii'. Nliowiti^' that hriiin 
was Htriicjjliiig to ciuil olT tho savage 
horde. Then tlie bear's ttrugglee were 
over. Tor n minute or two the drove 
tore und iTiiui bi'il ami tossod about on 
thu spot whi'i i' till' liear hiwl last been 
thrown, iiiiii I roiilil hi-ar tln' snapping 
of hoiii's anil till' ^ii'ki iiiiiL' -imml of tlio 
flesh us it Wiui ripjHid and chopped to 
pl.'cot by the teeth and tuikaof tho 
pix'i'uriea. Then tho drovo went back 
iiitotlie hollow, grunting In a contonb^d 
way. and puyiii;; no attciilioii to the 
live of their niinibor tiiul hutl died in 
the combat. Rut there waa not a ves- 
tige loft of the immeote boar that lots 
than ton minute* before hod loomed up 
before me in auoh enormoua propor- 
tions. 

"Wii.'U I went back to my cninpan- 
lons 1 related to them the capture and 
frightful fate of the bear, and told 
them how nearly the bear had auo- 

reeded In escaping from tho peccarlot 

up tho tn;e. 

. " 'Vou think hf'd have i-Hrapoil. do 
yoitP' said an old plaiiisiiiaii. ■\\'oll, 
lot nio tell you that if the liear hod 
climbed dear to the top of the tree he 
wouldn't have escaped. He would only 
have gained a roHplto. Peccaries never 
let up on an eiiouiy they liavo jjiiiio out 
to lay low. lui lung ns that enemy is in 
sight If that bear hnd got up tho tree 
the peuoarloa would simplyihave sat 
down i\ the foot of the tree and wiiitod. 
No matter how long they niii;hl liuve 
bad to s'ay there- a week, a month, 
three uiontlis. a ye:ir there tlley would 
have stayed uutii tiiat lieareithurcuino 
down or foil down, and they had scat- 
tered him to the winds. Peoearloa 
never give up. When thoy Imvo sot 
their death wateli oil a ln-amr'a buiitor 
or a wuiiutulii lion, or whuttvor it may 
be, a alrong guard it always left to see 
that tho victim does not eaoape. While 
some are on guard othera are olT feed- 
ing, and their relk'fa are regular and 
coiiHtant. if that bear hiul got into the 
tree there would have <H-en no minute 
of the (lay or iilglii that ho could not 
have looked down upon a group of pco- 
ciirlea sitting arounil tlio tree, each 
with his cyea lixe.l imiiiovably upon 
hlni. If til.' bear eouUl possibly llttVe 
fastened hliuHulf in tlio tree he might 
starve to deuttai wit h thu lutiafaction 
of knowing that hit oarcoti would not 
tall to'ttM tMuH to be tern Into aetb-

DANIEL BOONK'8 OOMRADt. 

Daath of a Man Who Foiiglit litill.ns 
with Ik. Kaalui'lir I'lune.r. 

John 1„ F, McCunc, who waa the 
oldeat man in Qark County, Ind,, died 
recently at tbeboia* of hia daugbter, 
Mrs. C. O, White, at Chvleatown. He 
waa a native of Jeaaamine County, in 
this State, and waa bom March S, 1793. 
Ue served in the war of 1813. He par- 
ticipated in the battle of Tippecanoe, 
and waa in the flght at I'hamea, Octo- 
ber 19, 1818, wbare he aaw Teonmaeh 

full. 

With Iiaiiiel Hoonu he was on the 
moat iiitiiiiate terms of acquaintance, 
and mode many Indian roida with blm. 
After settling at Charlaaluwn he 
learned the trade of tboemaking and 
followed It for a living, making foot- 
wear fnr many of tho most famous 
lawyers, judges, doctors and other pro- 
fessiouul men of the ouriy history of 
Indiana, When Gencrul Wiilium Henry 
Ilurrlaon visited Charlestown Mr. Mo- 
t'lini". who had beard of lil.s coming in 

advance, niiuie all exi liii^'ly line pair 

of boots for him, which were presented 
to tlie old warrior. 

In hia d.-.y Mr. MoCuno waa a great 
fiddler, ami upon a still ovenin;; tho 
notes from his violin could be heard all 
over the town, as he sat in liis front 
door playiiitT upon lila favorite inatru- 
inent. Ho wua a fuiniiiur figure at tho 
annual mooting of the old aottlera, and 
waa always down on the programme 
for an exhibition of his akill on tho 
violin. At these ^'athcrin^jM he iii- 
variubly played two pieces, which 
were his favoritea. "Waahlngton-'a 
Wedding March" and "Martha Waah- 
I ingtoii'a LamentJitions." At the mcet- 
I Ing lust fall he attempted to curry out 
his part, iiiit lliii strength had so 
fnilei liiiu tliat only the fnititoit sound 
could bu heard as Ills stifTeued arm 
drew the bow acioia the atriagaotbla 
fiddle. 

A few years since his wlfedled. Thtt 
was a great sliock to him. and so turo 
was he Ihut lie would soon follow that 
ho made all pruiiaratlons for ills deatli. 
even tc buying and having set up hia 
tombstone, ' with all th* engraving 
dune upon It but the date of hit death. 
It is located in tho extromo western 
portion of the (.'harlestxiwn coiiiclery 
and attraota the eye of every stranger 
who enter* the ground. Thia peculiar 
part of it ia a email type of Hr. Mo- 
Cunc, which Is surrounded by aglaaa- 
covered frame and set in the marble, 
lie ia dressed In his slinp garh. and on 
his knee It a partially nieiulcd ahoe. 
while In hit hand Is a hummer. Thu 
peoullar attitude and tlie faet that a 
lire man had hit picture adorulng the 
lombstoiio which was to mark Ilia

Although the outer world, tho nn. 
tlons llviiie in the davluicss lieyiiiid the 
zone illumined by the light reflooteil 
fram the gilded dome on Beacon Hill, 
it fond of diacnnlng the eooentricltlna 
of Boston people, thoy aoldom appear 
to understand them.
